President Coolidge, five members of 
his Cabinet, and the Chief Justice of 
the United States yesterday heard 
Charles P. Taft, jr., son of the Chief 
Justice, upbraid the Russian govern- 
ment in the course of an address at 
the seventy-fifth anniversary exercises 
of the Young Men's Christian Associa- 
tion of the District, held at the Wash- 
ington Auditorium. 

“There .1.°t a Y. M. C. A. secretary 
in Russia today,” he said, in reference 
to recent articles charging the asso- 
clation with being a “Bolshevik or- 
ganization.” “It isn’t possible for the 
Y. M. C. A. to have any connecfion 
with 2 organization so destructive 
that it dissolves home ties and for- 
bids religious instruction.” 

Approximately 6,000 persons partici- 
pated in the anniversary demonstration, 
including more than a score of special 
delegations affiliated with the Y. M. 
C. A. Attorney General Sargent, Secre- 
tary of the Interior Work, Secretary of 
Agriculture Jardine, Secretary of Labor 
Davis and Postmaster Geheral New at- 
tended. There were diplomatic repre- 
sentatives from 23 countries. 

Gives Personal Reminiscences. 


The speaker, now prosecuting attor- 
ney for Cincinnati, and a member of 
the national council of the national 
Y. M. C. A. organization, devoted much 
of his talk to reminiscenses of personal 
experiences with the association since 
he joined the Washington branch while 
his father was President of the United 
States. His references to Russia were 
brief. 

“Why in Russia they don't allow you 
to teach religion to any one under 18,” 
he said, “and there isn’t any organiza- 
tion in the world that the bolsheviks 
hate with a deeper hatred than the 
Y. M. C. A. They hate us because of 
the work we did in China.” 

Taft declared only a few criminals 
have any opportunity for regeneration, 
and urged that Y. M. C. A. workers 
turn their attention to underprivi- 
leged children of today, who, he de- 
clared, are the criminals of tomorrow. 
Crime prevention lies in character- 
building, with a religious foundation, 


he said. 
The Cincinnati attorney was intro- 


duced by Hugh A. Thrift, president of 
the Washington branch of the Y. M. C. 
A., who predicted the son of the Chief 
Justice “some day will occupy the White 
House for four years.” 

Assets Here $1,000,000, 


Thrift sketched the history of the 
local organization, founded in 1852, 
and now possessing a membership of 
10,000 and property assets approximat- 
ing $1,000,000. He characterized the 
organization as a “tested instrument, 
flexible, useful and adaptable.” In a 
brief appeal for funds, he declared 
Washington now in need of four more 
Y¥. M. C. A. buildings.

Bandits 
who operated early today used new 
methods. They stopped their victims 
in the street, thrust them into closed 
cars and threw them out after robbing 
them. 

Six men and their wives, all promi- 
nent in city affairs, were thus “taken 
for a Tide” this forenoon. Among the 
victims who were kidugped and robbed 
were Mr. and Mrs. Dale B. McClintock, 
the former an official of the Pullman 
Co.; Mr. and Mrs. Samuel Rome, the 
former an owner of a big garage; Will- 
iam Fehrman, general manager of 
Woolworth’s downtown store, and Ger- 
ald Harrington. 

Mrs. McClintock saved two diamond 
rings by holding them in her mouth, 
and she saved her $500 fur coat by 
telling the bandits it was ten years old 
and out of style. 

Mr. and Mrs. Rome were deéspoiled of 
$1,500 -i2. jewelry, a $400 fur coat and 
$22. Fehrman was robbed of $170 and 
his jewelry, while Harrington turned 
over $112 and his watch. 

The McClintocks were kidnaped in 
their own car. Two of the bandits 
forced them to drive to the prairies, and, 
after they had been robbed, their car 
was disabled by smashing the ignition 
and slitting the tires. The victims 
were left there, while the robbers drove 
away in another car they had stolen 
earlier.

IN HIS LAND PLANE 


World Record Is Made in 
Unofficial Test by the 
Navy Lieutenant. 


ITALIAN HYDROPLANE 
MAKES 315.42 MILES 


Land Record Hitherto Has 
Been 278 Miles an Hour; 
High Wind Helps. 


Mitchel Field, N. Y., Nov. 6 (A.P.).— 
An unofficial world’s speed record for 
land planes was claimed today for 
Lieut. Alford J. Williams, U. 8S. N., when 
he announced he had attained a speed 
of 322.6 miles an hour during the first 
test today of his ship since its recent 
conversion from a seaplane. 

The present official world’s record of 
278 miles an hour for land planes was 
established in France in 1925 by War- 
rant Officer Bonnett, of the French 
army. Yesterday it was announced in 
Italy that Maj. Mario de Bernardi. 
Italian fiying ace, had attained an offi- 
cial speed of 315.42 miles an hour in a 
hydroairplane. 

Williams said his speed mark today 
was made while traveling with the 
wind over one lap of the same course 
over which he established the present 
American speed record of 266 miles an 
hour for land planes. 


Conditions Are Ideal. 


The flight today was made at dusk 
Although conditions were not consid- 
ered ideal, Williams took the plane out 
at an hour when spectators were be- 
ginning to leave the field. He timed 
himself with a stop watch while travel- 
ing with the wind on the second lap. 

“We've got it, boys,” he said, when 
he climbed from his seat after the 
flight. The plane, he asserted, exhbit- 
ed none of the unwieldiness which had 
handicapped his efforts to get it into 
condition as a seaplane for possible en- 
trance in the Schneider cup races in 
Italy. 

New York Weather Bureau officials 
said that when the flight was being 


made the-wind velocity was 40 miles an | 


hour. 

Williams announced that he expected 
to make an official flight later in the 
week in an effort to establish a new 
world’s record for land planes. 


Formerly Lived in Capital. 


Lieut. Williams is widely Known in 
Washington, having lived here for sev- 
eral years while attached to the Ana- 
costia Naval Air Station, and, since 
detached from that post having visited 
here scores of times by plane to con- 
fer with Navy. Department officials 
about his plans for attaining greater 
speed. 

The speed king was 4ssigned to the 
local air station in April, 1923, and re- 
mained here until 1925, when he went 
to Mitchel Field, Long Island, to pre- 
pare for the third Pulitzer race in 
which he participated.

Calmer Editorial Writers Say 
That Time Has Come 
to Take Stock. 


Berlin, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—With the pub- 
lication of the memorandum of 6. 
Parker Gilbert, agent general for repa- 
rations. to the German government, 
and the reply of the government, Ger- 
many’s war reparations, and Gen. 
Dawes’ plan in particular, again be- 
come the objects of violent editorial 
attacks. 

While the objections leveled at the 
memorandum are heavily influenced 
by partisan viewpoints, the bulk of the 
comment in this morning’s press iso- 
lates the young American financier, 
who has been commissioned to stand 
guard over the experts’ plan. A few 
more reasoned commentators point out 
that the exchange of views between 
the reparations agent and the Ger- 
man government at least serves a use- 
ful purpose, again bringing home to 
the German people consciousness of 
the gravity of Germany’s war burdens 
and the imperative need for introspec- 
tion, 

The government’s reply meets with 
Support in the press generally. which 
is inclined to blame Mr Gilbert for 
failing to take cognizance of the com- 
plexity of politica., social and eco- 
nomic problems confronting Germany, 
in its endeav-r to put its house in or- 
der, while at the same time fulfilling 
its obligations in the matter of repara- 
tion payment 

Sees With American Eyes. 


“The reparations agent is an Ameri- 
can, and with American eyes only— 
those of a coldly calculating financier 
—he surveys the gigantic and compli- 
cated ‘process’ of German reconstruc- 
tion and reparations policies,”’ observes 
the nationalistic agrarian Tageszeitung 
Along with other journals, this news- 
paper charges Mr. Gilbert with taking

Washington Men Establish Communication and Facili- 
tate Dispatch of Food and Medical Supplies 
to Montpelier. 


A ~raphic story of how the first mes- 
sages were transmitted from the flood 
stricken area of New England through 
amateur stations cooperating with the 
United States Army Signal Corps was 
obtained last night from C. A. Briggs, 
of 1311 Spring road northwest. The 
local amateurs handled dozens of 
radiograms to and from a Montpelier, 
Vt., amateur and a National Guard sta- 
tion outside of Boston, Mass. 

Briggs, with the aid of Willard Bur- 
ton, 3621 Garfield street northwest, 
held direct communication with the 
Montpelier amateur and established a 
working schedule for other operators 
which resulted in the quick delivery of 
food and medicine for the relief of the 
marooned population of Montpelier. 

Scores of other amateur stations 
throughout the New England States 
formed a net of wireless communica- 
tion to supplant the land service de- 
stroyed by the raging waters. Yes- 
terday afternoon the tenseness of the 
situation was somewhat relieved by 
restoration of several wires into Mont- 
pelier and other stricken centers. Tele- 
graph and telephone crews working 


under terrific hardships managed to 
clear up lines so that Red Cross and 
other official messages were reported 
delivered. Messages from survivors to 


relatives in other parts of the country, 


and other personal messages, however, 
are still being handled by the amateur 
radio men. 

Briggs, an pe of the Agricultura! 
Department, was called upon Saturday 
afternoon by the chief signal officer of 
the Army to “stand by” prepared to 
handle official communications. He es- 
tablished contact with a Boston station 
shortly afterward, and at 6:33 p. m. re- 
ceived the following message direct 
from the station at Montpelier, 1BEB.

American Plan Imperils Very 
Life of Egypt, Says

THREAT OF REVOLUTION 
IN PANAMA ELECTIONS 


Porras, Former . President, 
Says U. S. Intervention Is 
Badly Needed. 


CHIARI ISSUES WARNING 


Panama, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—Excitement 
prevails in political quarter: over cer- 
tain declarations credited to former 
President Porras, now leacer of the op- 
position, who is alleged to have threat- 
ened intervention or revolution in the 
coming presidential election. Porras, in 
& press interview, is quoted as saying 
that the intervention of the United 
States was necessary in Panama, as 
otherwise no free elections could be 
held. 

“Panama,” the former President said. 
“Is only 24 years o:d and is not suffi- 
clently prepared to undertake by itself 
the holding of free lecticns. The in- 
tervention of the United States is noth- 
ing new. If the United States does not 
supervise the elections next vear. a very 
dizficult situation will arise in Panama. 
similar to the situation prevailing in 
Nicaragua.” 

Several high officers in the govern- 
ment, commenting on Porres’ declara- 
tions, asserted that they almost 
amcunted to high treason. 

President Chiari declared em phati- 
cally, “There will_be neither interven- 
tion nor revolution here, as Porras 
threatens. The assertion that a situa- 
tion similar to the one prevailing in 
Nicaragua will arise in Panama is sim- 
ply loose talk. The national govern- 
ment, however, is ready to stifle with a 
strong hand any attempt to disturb 
order and to reestablish order wherever 
it may be disturbed. 

“It is not patriotic endeavor to en- 
courage or provoke a revolution in 
Panama, as a revolution would cause 
the ruin of our international entity. 
The request of the opposition for the 
intervention of the United States is ri- 
diculous, as it is quite evident that 
there are complete guarantees for every 


one in connection with free suffrage, 
without distinction of political parties.”

AS UNDER SHADOW 


“Range of Investigation Wid- 


ened Through Telephone Mes- 
sage “Watch Your Step.”

With the Government expecting the 
coming week to bring startling - de- 
velopments in the grand jury investi- 
gation of the mistrial of the Fall-Sin- 
clair oil conspiracy case, Sheldon

Another employe of the’ Sinclair 
companies, Henry Mason Day, vice 
president of the Sinclair Exploration 
Co., also charged with receiving re- 
ports from Burns’ detectives, now 15 
under $25,000 bond. This action was 
taken after he told Chief Justice 
McCoy, of the Supreme Court, he had 
refused to answer questions asked by 
‘the grand jury because to do so would 
tend to incriminate him. 


Sinclair Warrant Withheld. 


At tne time of Day’s arrest on Fri- 
day, a warrant was sworn out for Sin- 
clair charging him with having at- 
tempted to influence the jurors in his 
case. Service of the warrant, however, 
was withhel! pending completion of 
the grand jury investigation. 

The Government contends that 
20-odd operatives of the Burns agency 
were employed to follow jurors, inquire 
into their private affairs, keep them 
under surveillance and, to make im- 
proper contacts with the ten men and 
two women who composed the trial 
jury. The district attorney’s office seeks 
to learn from Burns on whose behalf 
his men were engaged in checking so 
closely the movements of the jury. 

The Government contends, Neil 
Burkinshaw, assistant district attorney, 
in charge of the jury tampering in- 
vestigation, said yesterday that any 
man who received reports of the de- 
tectives or directed their activities is 
involved in the investigation as much 
as Day and Sinclair. ’ 


Catchim May Be Heard Today. 


A third witness whom the Govern- 
ment hopes may develop important in- 
formation, 3 “ouglas Catchim, former 
assistant manager of the Washington 
office of the Burns agency. Catchim 
left the employ of the Burns agency 
and eniisted in the Marine Corps on 
October 28. An anonymous tip to the 
district attorney said that Catchim had 
said that hc would be “fixed for life” 
if he ceculd get ou* o. the country and 
Stay until the present investigation 
died dov'n. The Government expected 
that Catchim, summoned from Hamp- 
ton Roads, would b> here tomorrow.

Veniremen Reputed Shadowed. 


The investigation being conducted by 
Burkinshaw took a wider range yester- 
day when he learned that members of 
the panel from which the trial jury was 
selected had felt they were being 
Shadowed by Department of Justice 
agents. One of the veniremen, it was 
learned, had been called on the tele- 
phone and told to “watch your step” 
if he became a member of the jury, 
because Department of Justice agents 
were shadowing all members. This the 
Government contends was a direct ef- 
fort to influence the jury against the 
Government. : 

No agent of the Department of 
Justice, the Government said, had in 
any way been used in connection with 
the oll conspiracy trial. It is charged, 
however, that the Burns agents dogged 
the footsteps of the jurors and that 
they Were well supplied with funds to 
carry on.the work. 

Information reaching the district at- 
torney was that each Burns agent was 
given $50 expense money when sent to 
Washington and that $1,800 more was 
brought here from the Baltimore office 
of the concern.

Declares Entry in World War 
“Fourth Epoch” in Fight 
for Human Freedom. - 


The Rev. Dr. Charles 8. Macfaridnd, 
general secretary of the Federal Coun- 
cil of the Churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica, decried the iconoclasts and the 
chauvinists of this country yesterday 
morning at the armistice services, held 
under the auspices of the Commission 
on International Justice and Good 
Will, in the Mount Vernon Place Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church South. 

Dr. Macfarland declared the shining 
personalities of the United States would 
“continue to go shed the light of hu- 
man ideals which thgy personified for 
all mankind century upon century after 
the muck-raking, alleged historians of 
our day and generation, who have with 
playful satire and hilarious imperti- 
nence sought to cast upon them. the 
dark shadows of their own sordid and 
besmirched imaginations, are lost in 
= darkness of their own ignoble rec- 
ords.” 


“Maniacs” Seen as Barrier. 


“Sadly enough,” he continued, “be- 
tween these at one extreme, and the 
maniacs and pyromaniacs still at large 
in Chicago, we find ourselves between 
the devil and the deep sea.” 

Dr. Macfarland stated that with our 
entrance into the World War the 
United States launched upon the fourth 
great epoch in its history, that of cs- 
tablishing “some principle of human 
freedom which shall extend to the 
unity and the mutual duties of all 
nations.” 

To attain this ideal, Dr.:Macfarland 
advocated that the United States “‘con- 
tinue to seek agreement with the other 
nations of the world to submit our 
judgments to the court which was the 
creation of our own great statesman 
and former Secretary of War, Elihu 
Root;” that our country “sit down with 
the other nations and complete a com- 


pact for both security and disarmament 


which our own Gen. Harbord once pro- 


posed and now suggested by M. Briand;” 


and that we “transpose all our unoffi- 
cial observers into whole-souled and 
hearty cooperators in those commis- 


sions which are uniting the rest of the 


world in great moral enterprises for the 
social and political redemption of hu- 
manity.” 


Nations Held Interdependent. 


Dr. Macfarland declared the World 
War taught the lession that “no nation 
could live or die to itself and that no 
nation can do as it pleases without it 
being the concern and interest of every 
nation of the world. The same prin- 
ciple that we established between our 
States in 1861 must now become world- 


wide. It is the duty of the United States 


to accept “our ungrudging share of 
moral leadership of the disordered 
world in obedience to the call of a dis- 
tracted humanity.”

Representatives of more than 40 
States will confer today, preliminary to 
appearing before the House ways and 
means committee in advocacy of repeal 
of the Federal estate tax. Governors, 
State legislators and other officials will 
formulate a program almed against the 
Federal inheritance tax, which will be 
presented by them to the congressional 
committee tomorrow. Approximately 
180 accredited delegates from the vari- 
ous States will make up the group who 
will urge this amendment to the new 
revenue law. 

Delegates to the conference, called by 
the National Council of State Legis- 
latures, met in the Raleigh Hotel yes- 
terday in a preliminary meeting. Will- 
iam H. Blodgett, tax commissioner of 
Cennecticut, cutlined some of the prin- 
cipal grievances of the States against 
the Federal estate tax. He condemned 
the act as “a gross usurpation of State 
powers” and called upon the delegation 
to press this point before the com- 
mittee. 

Gov. A. G. Sorlie of North Dakota 
agreed with the opinion expressed by 
Commissioner Blodgett that the States 
were fully competent to handle their 
local affairs, such as are granted them 
by the Constitution, without interfer- 
ence from the Federal Government. 
Other speakers were W. S. Baird, of 
Iowa, and E. B. Haskell, of New Hamp- 
shire.

Red Cross and military authorities 
were aided in communicating with the 
flood-swept areas by local amateur radio 
operators, who succeeded in getting 
messages through when other means 
failed. As telephones and telegraph 
connections were reestablished yester- 
day, demands on these agencies grew 
lighter 

A telegram from Senator Frank L. 
Greens to his Washington office yes- 
terday painted a picture of the flood 
aftermath.

Holyoke Is in Danger. 


The City of Holyoke was reported in 
immediate danger as the river con- 
tinued to rise. Nancy Trow, Red Cross 
worker at Northampton, Mass., in- 


formed headquarters that more than 
200 homeless flood victims were under 
the care of the Hampshire County 
Chapter of the Red Cross. The chapter 
is feeding men working on the dykes 
in an effort to save the city. 

Mabbet Reckford reported there are 
200 refugees at Pittsfield, who should 
be able to return to their homes in a 
day or two. Some 20 families lost ell 
household goods and clothing in the 
flood, while four lost their homes. Vir- 
tually all industry in the town has lit- 
erally been wiped out, Reckford’s re- 
port stated. 

The crisis was reported over at Deer- 
field, where it was said the dams are 
holding. Reports from almost every sec- 
tor of Vermont indicated the flood as 
virtually over there. To finance emer- 
gency work being conducted in the af- 
fected territory, national headquarters 
last night appropriated funds to sup- 
plement the local treasuries. 

The executive committee of the Ver- 
mont State Association of the District 
last night, at the home of its president, 
Joseph Fairbanks, 3319 Newark street 
northwest, resolved to raise funds to 
aid in relief work. It was asked that 
contributions be forwarded to the 
treasurer, Bliss Dans, 5802 Cedar Park- 
way. 


7 Dead, Extensive Harm 
Done by Canadian Flood 


Montreal, Quebec, Nov. 6 (A.P.).— 
With seven known dead and millions 
of dollars of property damage inflicted, 
flood waters were receding tonight from 
the eastern townships of this province 
and western New Brunswick after a 
day of partly sunny weather. 

J. L. Perron, minister of roads, re- 
porting highway damage in Quebec of 
$750,000, said that the road between 
Rougemont and St. Hyacinthe has been 
under 8 feet of water while the Sher- 
| brooke-Montreal was submerged by 4 
feet. 

Railway traffic was being restored to 
normal today.

Bodies Are Turned Over to 
Relatives; Senora Arnulfo 
Gomez Prostrated. 


Nogales, Ariz., Nov. 6 (A.P.).—The 
capture last Friday of Gen. Arnulfo 


Gomez, Mexican rebel chieftain and 
former candidate for the presidency. 
was revealed in Mexico City dispatches 
today to have occurred when Gomez 
and his nephew, Francisco Gomez Vis- 
catra, and two other persons walked 
into an ambush prepared for them by 
Gen. J. C. Escober, chief of the pur- 
suing federal forces. 

Details of the capture, which was fol- 
lowed soon after by the execution of 
Gomez and his nephew were given in 
the official report of Gen. Escobar. He 
reported that his forces expected the 
capture of Gens. Almada and Medina, 
Gomez’s chief lieutenants, to follow 
soon. He said the two had taken re- 
fuge in the mountains, but were vir- 
tually surrounded by federal troops. 

“I have the honor to report to you,” 
Escobar’s report read, “that at 12 
o'clock (Friday night) 1 captured the 
rebel Gomez, who fell into an ambush 
we had set for him in the woods be- 
tween Teocelo, Vera Cruz and Ixhuacan 
I captured him myself. There also fell 
into our hands Francisco Gomez Vis- 
carra and two other individuals. 

“As a result of the tenacious pursult 
of the remnant of the rebel forces we 
have captured the leaders following a 
short exchange of shots.”

The doors of the remodeled plant of 
Thompson's Dairy, 2012 Eleventh street 
northwest, will be thrown open to thou- 
sands of persons tonight and continu- 
ing each night through Thursday, by 
way of a formal opening of the dairy’s 
new home. 

Invitations have been sent out to 
between 15,000 and 16,000 persons to 
visit the dairy during these four days 
of its “open houfe week” observance. 
District officials, principally the Dis- 
trict Commissioners and officials of 
the Health Department, presidents and 


officers of women’s clubs, officials of 
business concerns, school principals and 
teachers, officials of the Bureau of 
Dairying of the Department of Agri- 
culture, doctors, nurses and customers 
of the dairy are included in the list. 

The plant will open at 7 o’clock to- 
night for the first group of guests. 
It will close at 9:30 o’clock. These are 
the hours set for the reception during 
the entire “open house week.” 

Music will be provided in the dajiry’s 
spacious new offices which have all the

comprise ice cream made from the

They will find the plant, although 
tisiting it in the evening, in full oper- 
ation, save one feature of the routine, 
the daily arrival of milk from the 
country. The milk arrives in the 
tnorning. 

The pasteurization and bottling of 
‘the milk and the washing of the 
bottles, regular processes, will be in 
full swing. 

Visitors will be taken to the pas- 
teurizing balcony and shown how the 
milk is heated, clarified and held for 
30 minutes at a temperature of 145 
degrees, then cooled to 38 degrees, put 
in sterilized bottles and stored imme- 
diately in the cold room to await de- 
livery in the early morning. 

The process of testing the milk for 
bacteria and butter fat, as well as that 
of sterilizing the bottles, will be 
demonstrated. The sanitary methods 
used by the modern dairy for keeping 
the milk pure and wholesome will be 
explained, 

Visitors will be shown also how the 
by-products of milk are made, such as 
coffee cream, cottage cheese, buttermilk 
and chocolate milk. The difficult task 
of keeping customers’ accounts will be 
explained. 

The plant was completed recently 
and is now in operation. However, 
| the formal opening has been deferred 
‘until this date. 

The completion of the new plant 
marks a new epoch in the history of

In addition, the boilers of the plant 
are oil burners, eliminating soot, ashes 
and dust that might result from the 
handling of coal. All these things, he 
points out, make for pure white clean- 
liness and first quality milk. 

The dairy makes tests for butter fat 
every day, and bacteria tests with every 
transfer of the milk during the entire 
process of handling—therefore several 
tests from the time that it is brought 
to the dairy to the time it is placed in 
the bottles. 

The interior of the plant is a thing 
of beauty. The milk rooms are spot- 
less. The pure white tile seems the 
very antithesis of dirt, while at the 
same time the arrangement is neat 
and symmetrical. 

The reception room that meets the 
visitor at the top of the entrance stairs 
deserves special mention. It is indeed 
a well-kept parlor. The beautiful pane! 
work is noteworthy. Nearby are the 
general offices, imposing and impres- 
sive.

he found, by established arrangement, 
a sure and steady market. 

But in that year, through circum- 
stances which would require a long 
story to recite, his market failed him 
unexpectedly. The chain that linked 
him with a means of livelihood had 
been severed. He was forced to find 
other means. 


Decides to Become Distributer. 


Undaunted, however, he made up his 
mind that he would find that means. 
Then the idea came to him—the idea 
which was the germ that has grown 
into the present magnificent dairy es- 
tablishment. Instead of selling his milk 
to some one else, who in turn would 
distribute it, he «vould distribute his 
milk himself. 

He got busy immediately. He rented a 
small place at Seventh and L streets 
northwest, found a few customers, and 
started retailing milk. In this humble 
way the oldest of local dairies in contin- 
uous operation was started. 

Mr. Thompson found more customers 
until his own supply of milk was no 


longer sufficient to furnish them. It was 


then that he became a wholesale buyer 
of milk as well as retailer. 

In the course of time, he found the 
place at Seventh and L streets unsuited 
to his needs. He was in need of a head- 
quarters down Southwest, since’ much 
of his purchased supply of milk came 
here on the river freight steamers, and 
it was more convenient to be near the 
water. 

He found a place on Four-and-a-Half 
street southwest, and continued his bus- 
iness there until his death. Following 
his death, his sisters continued the 
dairy there until 1913, when it was 
moved to the present location. 


Plant Remodeled. 


At that time, the dairy had grown 
to comprise fourteen routes, with an 
output of about 1,000 gallons daily. The 
structure which has just been remodeled 
was erected to accommodate the rap- 
idly growing establishment. 

It has experienced its real growth, 
however, at its new quarters. In the 


last fourteen years the number of routes 
has grown to 44 and the output to 
about 5,000 gallons daily. The new plant 
provides a capacity of from 9,000 to 
10,000 gallons—merely an advance mark 
of the growth it will reach in a few 
years to come. 

The dairy now has a personnel of 120 
employes, 56 of whom are drivers, and 
the remainder employed in the plant 
proper, the office, and garage. The 
handful of customers whom Mr. 
Thompson served in 1881 with a horse 
and wagon that he drove about the 
streets has now grown to. :pproximately 


In addition to the early morning de- 
livery service, the dairy keeps three 
trucks busy on all day deliveries supply- 
ing customers who have speciai needs. 

The chief difference betwean the his- 
tory of the old establishment and its 
present condition is the new and im- 
proved methods of handling milk, and 
of inspecting the dairy farms to insure 
the greatest purity and freedom from 
disease. 


Producing Plants Inspected. 


The dairy purchased its milk from 
surrounding Virginia and Maryland 
farms, which have permits to ship into 
the District. All the farmé are in- 
spected by representatives of the Dis- 
trict Health Department ss required by 
law. The cows must be examined every 
twelve months for the condition of their 


health, and a certificate of such exami- 
nation, signed by a veterinarian, fur- 
nished inspectors. 

Then the dairies have score cards, and 
on the condition of the farms as to 
cleanliness, arrangement, equipment, 
utensils, and general methods, they are 
given ratings, much as a child is given 
in. school. 

The dairy pays for milk on tke basis 
of the score attained by the farm. Be- 
low a certain score the milk is rejected, 
but a bonus of so many cents a gallon 
ils paid when the score runs favorable 
This is an arrangement 
agreed upon generally and sponsored Ly 
the Maryland and Virginia Milk Pro- 
ducers’ Association, because it encour- 
ages a better supply and quality of 
milk, 


3 CHILDREN IN CITIES 


MATURE FAST TODAY 


Boys and Girls Three Years 
Ahead of Their Parents 
at the Same Age. 


Special to The Washington Post. 
Chicago, Nov. 6.—Boys and girls in 
Chicago and throughout the North 
generally are maturing mentally three 
years earlier and physically three and 
a half years earlier than their parents 


matured. 

These statistics are based upon a 
survey of carefully kept records on 
more than 200,000 children, attendants 
at the public playgrounds, conducted 
by the superintendents and park phy- 
siclans. 

It was found that a boy of today, 
at 12, is as smart as his father was at 
15, and as mateurely developed, phy- 
scally, as his father was at 15 years and 
6 months. The reasons assigned by 
the experts who have been studying the 
chaiges are: 

Warmer homes, giving children a 
sémitropical climate the year around; 
more fresh air; balanced foods, with 
green vegetables and fresh fruits con- 
taining vitamins in winter as well as

Treasury and Leaders in Con- 
gress Reported at Odds 
on Issue. . 
MANY CONTEND LEVIES — 
SHOULD BE ABOLISHED 


Fight Over Recommendation 
Expected in Both House 
and Senate. 


(Associated Press.) 

The exci:s, or nuisance taxes, one of 
the most controverted factors involved 
in present consideration of tax reduc- 
tion, will be taken up today by the 
House ways and means committee. 

Retention or repeal of these levies 
is a question over which the Treasury 
and many congressional leaders are at 
odds and battle lines already have 
been formed for the impending fight 
on this issue. 

Secretary of the Treasury Mellon has 
taken.the position that retention of 
the taxes is necessary to maintain a 
well-balanced tax system, arguing that 
“it should never be forgotten that in 
taxation the idea to be aimed at is a 
broad base and low rates.” 

A number of senators and House 
members, however, contend the levies 
are an inheritance from the war and 
that they should be eliminated from 2a 
peace-time tax structure. This group 
includes virtually the entire Demo- 
cratic membership of Congress and also 
a liberal sprinkling of Republicans. 

Of the group of excise taxes, those 
on automobile sales and theater ad- 
missions principally are contested. 

Whatever the committee recommends 
regarding the levies, it is certain that 
the fight over them will be carried to 
the floors of both House and Senate. 

The committee expects to devote 
the whole day to consideration of these 
taxes. Tuesday it plans to take up the 
Federal estate tax, another contested 
point, which likely will run over into 
Wednesday, with Thursday set aside to 
consider miscellaneous matters. 

The public hearings are scheduled 
to close Thursday and Chairman Green 
has announced he will call a meeting a 
week from today to start actual writing 
of the tax bill behind closed doors. 


SAN FRANCISCO VOTES 
ON MAYOR TOMORROW 


20-Year Record for Rolph if 
the Citizens Return 
Him to Office. 


San Francisco, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—Voters 
of San Francisco will be called on Tues- 
day to settle an argument that has 
waxed warm here for months—whether 
James Rolph, now rounding out six- 
teen years as mayor, will remain in his 
seat four years longer or whether he 
will be replaced by James E. Power, 
former postmaster, or Ralph Uhl, 
wealthy wallpaper dealer. 

If Mayor Rolph ts reelected he will be 
able to lay claim to a record in large 
American cities by virtue of having 
been returned to office for 20 years 
without a break in his tenure. Under 
the California election laws the mayor- 
alty election is a nonpartisan affair, 
but this has not prevented the candi- 
dates from obtaining Indorsements from 
the county central committees, 

Power has the indorsement of the 
Republican county central committee 
and the Union Labor party, while 
Rolph, who is recognized as a Republi- 
can, has the indorsement of the Demo- 
cratic county central committee, This 
paradoxical situation is said by politi- 
cal observers to have been caused by a 
split between Mayor Rolph and Sheriff 
Finn, who is recognized as the con- 


mittee machinery in San Francisco. 


Chicago Horse Show 
Posts $36,000 Prizes 


Chicago, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—Prizes total- 
ing $36,000, of which $26,000 is in 
cash and the rest in cups, have been 
provided for winners at the Chicago an- 
nual horse show to be held here No- 
vember 22 to 26. 

The proceeds of the show this sea- 
son will be for the benefit of the Passa- 
vant Memorial Hospital building fund. 

Some of the finest horses in America 
will compete for the eight principal 
awards of $1,000 each ‘and for the 
Cathedral cup, presented by John Mc- 
Entee Bowman, New York. Entries are

WILBUR VISIONS ERA 
OF LIMITED NAVIES 


Cooperation Will Result as 
Justice Grows, He Says 
in Address. 


Pittsburgh, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—As justice 
increasingly dominates individual and 
international dealings, naval limitation 
Will become progressively possible, Sec- 
retary of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur 
declared in an address here today. W1l- 
bur spoke at Armistice Day services at 
the Shadyside Presbyterian Church, 
which today celebrated its sixteenth 
anniversary. 

“When justice has been achieved 
throughout the world,” said the sec- 
retary, “the spirit of brotherly frieindli- 
ness thereby induced will result in a 
permanent peace, and when peace 
founded upon justice is secured we may 
limit our naval force, as other nations 
may, to take care of sporadic cases of 
lawlessness and piracy. 3 

“When human intelligence has been 
so far developed and human institu- 
tions so far perfected that there will 
be no injustice, there will be no more 
war. War, therefore, depends upon our 
abillity to perceive and our willihg- 
ness to apply the principles of abstract 
justice inherent in the creation. When 
we can be as just as God there will be 
no more war.” 


Chinese Is Veteran 


Of U. S. Civil War 


Hot Springs. S. Dak., Nov. 6 (A.P.).— 
The only Chinese recorded as serving 
in the Union Army during the Civil 
War, Edward Da; Cohota, is spending 
his final days at the Battle Mountain 
Sanitarium here.’ 

Cohota is £4 years old. He was 
brought to America by a sailing mas- 
ter and roamed the Massachusetts 
water fronts as a boy. He enlisted in a 
Massachusetts regiment, reenlisted 
after the wear and spent 30 years in 
the service. 

He was retired’ from Company G, 
Eighth United States Infantry, in 1894, 
as the only Chinese ever mustered out 


of the United States Army.

NEW FORD HELD THREAT 


London, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—The British 
automobile industry has launched an 
intensive campaign to hold its own 
against an expected new offensive from

American automobile manufacturers. 

By employing the latest selling meth- 
ods—secrecy and suspense to arouse 
interest in new types—Britisih car mak- 
ers are leaving no stone unturned in 
their efforts to dominate the home 
market for small cars, which to a large 
extent they have succeeded in recap- 
turing-from American companies. Fig- 
ures show British makers now supply 
86 per cent of the home trade, where- 
as in 1922 they marketed only 49 per 
cent. 

“Buy British cars and be proud of 
it” is the slogan credited with hav- 
ing put the home industry on its feet, 
but coupled with this is the 331-3 per 
|cent import duty on foreign cars and 
| £1 annygl tax per horsepower. This 
latter weapon undoubtedly put a 
crimp in American sales, as the annual 
tax on a Ford, for instance, amounts 
to more than $100. 

Irrespective of the protection afford-

The borrowings are not excessive, 
says the government, in view of the security 
Nevertheless, the government vir- 
tually concedes the main point raised by Mr. 
Gilbert when it says that it “views.with deep 
developments going on abroad, for 
only through modification of existing customs 
discriminations can Germany hope to achieve 
such an export strplus as is indispensable to 
defray her financial obligations.”’ 

Is the hour almost at hand when German 
debtors will insist upon a reduction of the 
United States tariff as the only means of pay- 
ing off their debts? Are American bankers and 
investors in foreign bonds to make an on- 
Slaught on the tariff for the sake of promoting 
for¢ign prosperity, so that foreigners can pay 
their debts? If so, the foundations of Ameri- 
can prosperity are involved. 

It is a notable fact that nearly every foreign 
debtor nation claims that the United States 
tariff ‘‘discriminates” against them, American 
holders of foreign bonds are quick to echo this 
Glaim. But there is no truth in the assertion. 
The American tariff applies to all foreign na- 
tions alike. Duties are laid upon commodities, 
without regard to the country of origin. These 
duties are fixed ata point calculated to protect 
American labor and American capital engaged 
in producing similar commodities. The sched- 
ules are carefully gone over, in public hear- 
ings, with every interest allowed full oppor- 
tunity to present arguments pro and con. The 
tariff law as a whole is a wall or breakwater, 
against which foreign competition breaks in 
vain, and behind which the American worker 
is protected against the privations and unem- 
ployment that almost universally prevail in 
foreign lands. 

This tariff wall, however, is not so high as 


to exclude foreign commodities entirely, as is 


proved by the fact that the duties paid amount 
to more than $500,000,000 annually. If luxury- 
loving Americans wish to import foreign lux- 
uries they can do so, but not at the expense of 
their hard-working fellow citizens. All raw 
materials and commodities not produced in this 
country are admitted duty free. Thus more 
than 65 per cent of all importations pay no 
duty at all. There is no discrimination against 
any country. 

An attempt to tear down this tariff wall, for 
the sake of allowing Germany or any other 
country to expand its exports to this country 
and thus enable it to pay off its debts to Ameri- 
cans, is an attempt to saddle upon all 
Americans a load of misery and unemployment 
for the benefit of a comparatively few Ameri- 
can money lenders. That such an attempt will 
be made is only too evident. The work of un- 
dermining American prosperity has alrcady 
begun, It is engineered by New York banking 
syndicates, supported by bankers throughout 
the country who have been led to believe that 
the collection of interest on loans to foreigners 
is more important than the maintenance of the 
protective tariff. The prospect of floating addi- 
tional loans at high rates of interest, with 
liberal commissions on -the sale of bonds to 
domestic investors, is a powerful incentive to 
American bankers to persist in tearing down 
the tariff so that foreign producers may sell 
goods in this market. 

Fortunately there are statesmanlike and 
patriotic minds in the banking fraternity 
These men see clearly that American prosperity 
is more important to their banks than the 
easy money that is picked up in floating loans 
to foreigners. With a slump in American pro- 
duction the banks would be the first to suffer, 
and, of course, their offerings of foreign bonds 
would go begging if Americans were not pros- 
perous. The loans already made to Europe 
never would have been made if the protective 
tariff had not made Americans prosperous. 
The time has come for all Americans to scan 
this situation carefully. Let them ask them- 
selves whether it is wise to send more billions

MAKING WAY FOR OBREGON, 


“With the execution of Gen. Arnulfo Gomez 
the Mexican stage is set for the seizure of the 
presidency by Gen. Alvaro Obregon. The ter- 


rorist policy adopted by the Calles government 
has done its work for the time being. The 
people are cowed, and while outbufsts here 
and there demonstrate unmistakably the uni- 
versal reaction against oppression, there is no 
general organization or leadership capable of 
standing up against the Calles regime. When 
the time comes for the “elections” the people 
may be as powerless as they are now. In that 
case Obregon will be counted in, and will in- 
solently demand recognition from the United 
States. He will do this in spite of the fact 
that he is pledged to carry forward the Calles- 
Morones plan of confiscation of private prop- 
erty; and unfortunately there is no indication 
that the Washington administration will set 
its face against this monstrous wrong against 
the people of Mexico and the embroglio that 
will follow an attempt to confiscate American- 
owned property. 

The United States is not concerned in a 
legal sense in the present happenings in 
Mexico. The attempts at revolution and the 
ruthless extermination of captured revolution- 
ists do not involve infractions of international 
law. But the emergence of a presidential 
regime consummated by violence, and its de- 
mand for recognition, would make it necessary 
for the United States to take cognizance of 
what had occurred. The United States can 
withhold recognition if it so chooses, and it 
should refuse to recognize a government based 
upon violence and denial of the right of the 
people to select their own president. 


ITALY’S SPEED TRIUMPH. 


The Italian Schneider cup racing team, from 
which spectacular performance had been ex- 
pected, was cheated out of its chance through 
the intervention of ill luck. On the second lap 
of the event last fall Maj. de Bernardi en- 
countered engine trouble which forced him to 
alight. None of the Italian planes finished, 
and the race was won by an Englishman, 
Flight Lieut. S. N. Webster, with an average 
speed of slightly better than 281 miles an hour. 
The best time made for one lap was 289 mlies 
an hour. 

Maj. Bernardi since then has been contin- 
uing experiments with his racing plane in the 
hope that he would be able to establish a new 
world’s record for speed. Last week he accom- 
plished his purpose by driving the plane over 
the Venice-Lido course at an average speed of 
better than 298 miles an hour. On two tegs of 
the course the Italian expert reached better 
than 315 miles an hour. 

Both Italy and her representative are to be 
congratulated—the country because in its fac- 
tories and workshops the plane was designed, 
the man because manipulation of an airplane 
at such great speed requires the greatest abil- 
ity. Italy can claim without contradiction the 
right to a foremost place in aviation design. 
Maj. Bernardi has made more secure his repu- 
tation as one of the most skillful airplane 
pilots in the world. 


WINDOWLESS SKYSCRAPERS. 


During the recent convention of the Ameri- 
can Institute of Steel Construction the predic- 
tion was made that the future would witness 
the construction of huge steel skyscrapers 
without windows, airshafts or courts. Such 
buildings, it was said, could be constructed 
much more cheaply than the present skyscrap- 
ers, by using solid walls and eliminating win- 
dows. It was held that the artificial light that 
would be provided would be much superior to 
the inconstant and uncertain daylight illumina- 
tion. Instead-of the dust and germ laden air 
that comes in through windows, a purified air 
would be pumped throughout the building. 
Such a building would be proof against outside 
fires, and should a conflagration develop inside 
it could be shut up in one room, where it would 
soon burn itself out. 

Possibly from an engineering standpoint the 
windowless structure would have its advan- 
tages. From every other, however, it would 
be most undesirable. For one thing, if there 
were no windows there would be no place from 
which to look out, and although such a cir- 
cumstance might promote “efficiency,” the 
deadly monotony of having only painted walls 
to look upon would counterbalance any gain. 
Nor would there be any place to look in—an 
even greater disadvantage, at least for those 
whose daily duties are pleasurably interrupted 
by frequent inspections of the office across the 
way. 

Maybe science can produce a substitute bet- 
ter than natural air, daylight and sunshine. 
Yet each in its way is a pleasant thing, and it 
would be a pity to give them up. The world 
has moved along pretty well with the present 
type of structure, and will probably be slow to 
shut out light and air for the sake of cheapness 
and “‘efficiency.”’ 


NATIONAL TRAITS IN FILMS. 


Misleading and offensive film presentations 
are making trouble for the motion picture in- 
dustry. Only recently a movement was started 
in Washington designed to check the tendency 
to ridicule certain racial groups. International 
protests have not beer! uncommon. Residents 
of foreign nations have not enjoyed the lam- 
pooning to which they have been subjected by 
film directors. Producers have often thought, 
apparently, that so long as a picture was given 
a foreign locale, it made no particular differ- 
ence how the theme was developed or how the 
principals comported themselves. 

Spain has just revoked the order barring 
all the films of one company because of what 
was considered an objectionable picture. In 
the film story a Spanish officer was presented 
as a licentious villain, and there were other 
incidents which in the opinion of the authori- 
ties in Madrid tended to give an entirely incor- 
rect impression of their country. ‘‘Spain’s 
action,’’ says the editorial comment of El Sol. 
of Madrid, ‘‘establishes a fine precedent for 
other countries who have also suffered from 
the reckless hand of Hollywood.” 

There is no denying that the European idea 
of the United States is shaped to a large de- 
gree by American motion pictures, Many 
foreigners have formed the opinion that this 
is a nation of night clubs, Indians and cow- 
boys. The cefluloid presentation of life in 
this country would certainly justify them in 
their conclusions. It would, therefore, do no 


harm for film producers.to consider the harm 
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‘which Spain presents so forcibly. If other 
nations object to caricatures of their nationa) 
life, they must at least regard seriously what 
the screen has to offer. And if they do, might 
it not be worth while to attempt to give a some- 
what more truly drawn picture of American life 
than Hollywood now presents? . 


PUBLIC UTILITY EARNINGS. 


In marked contrast to the passenger earn- 
ings of steam railroads for the first nine 
months of this year, as reported to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission, are the net earn- 
ings of the public utility corporations. | 

The latest reports from railroads embrace 


that of the Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, 
which shows passenger earnings for the nine 
months ended with September as $16,963,847. 
as compared with $18,470,429 for the same 
period in 1926. The Northwestern earned 
from passenger traffic $19,336,227 this year, 
against $20,286,117 last year. The Atlantic 
Coast Line’s passenger receipts were $11,925,- 
404 for the nine months as compared with 
$17,006,434 a year ago. These three roads 
are typical of Class A roads generally. 

The Department of Commerce reports that 
gross earnings of public utility enterprises in 
September, exclusive of telephone and tele- 
graph companies, as returned by 95 companies 
of systems operating gas, electric light, heat, 
power, traction and water services, compris- 
ing practically all the important systems in the 
United States, were $169,193,000, as compared 
with $162,124,000 in September, 1926. The 
same corporations show a steady and constant 
increase in net earnings for the last seven 
years. In 1920 the net earnings of the same 
companies were $347,383,000. In 1921 the 
figures were swollen to $394,614,000. In 
1922 they reached $446,858,000, in 1923 
$509,599,000, in 1924 $546,127,000, in 1925 
$632,222,000 and in 1926 $715,027,000. 

That the prosperous conditions in these in- 
dustries continue up to the present time is 
indicated in the gross earnings for the first 
nine months of 1927. As compared with the 
corresponding months of 1926 each shows de- 
cidedly better business conditions. 


REGULATION OF AVIATION, 


The right of the Department of Commerce 


and under air commerce act to revoke a | 


license issued to an air pilot is disputed by 
Stewart Reiss, a Washington aviator, whose 


permit to operate an airplane was recently sus- 
pended for 90 days. Reiss was charged with 
having flown his plane over a Virginia fleld at 
an altitude so low that he struck and killed a 
pony that was pastured in the fleld. Attacking 
the authority of Assistant Secretary McCracken 
to revoke, or suspend, the license of his client, 
Reiss’ attorney sets forth that the accident 
was one in which the police power of the State 
alone should be invoked and that the Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce “assumed executive, 
legislative and judicial powers” in passing on 
the case. 

Mr. Reiss’ attorney intimates that if the ap- 
peal to the department from the ruling of the 
Assistant Secretary fails to secure the restora- 
tion of the license the matter of jurisdiction 
will be carried to the courts. 

There can be no question as to the intent of 
Congress in placing all matters concerning the 
regulation of air navigation. under the De- 
partment: of Commerce. If that department 
can not enforce regulations designed to pro- 
tect persons and property against reckless fly- 
ing it would appear to be the duty of Congress 
to amend the law so as to make the powers of 
the department clear and complete. 


COMPLIMENTS TO “BIG BILL.” 


What the Fourth of July is to the small 
American boy the 5th of November is to 
the English youngster. It was on November 
5, 1605, that a plot to blow up the Houses of 
Parliament, and incidentally King James I, 
was discovered in time to prevent the arch 
conspirator, Guido,. or Guy, Fawkes from 
executing his plans.

'archaic theft laws need teeth. It is 
| mecessary to reach the “fence,” the re- 
|ceiver of stolen goods. Said former Po- 
| lice Commissioner McLaughlin, of New 
| York: “There has never been a crook 
| organization in the world :to equal the 
‘fence trust.’ Business, because it is

of criminal. “Even when the evidence 
is overwhelmingly against them, they 
never plead guilty, as other criminals 
do.

The additional 
men will augment the force of sixteen 
sent to the field Friday in an attempt 
to stop picketing by the strikers. 

While the reserve enforcement offi- 
cers were being sent to Walsenburg, 
the striking miners in Fremont and 
Routt Counties held mass meetings at 
which they reaffirmed theif intention 
to resume picketing tomorrow morning 
and to remain on strike. In Fremont 
County this supersedes action taken 
Thursday night whem 300 employes of 
the Colorado Fuel & Iron Co., who 
have been on strike for two weeks, 
voted to resume work tomorrow. 

With the striking miners concentrat- 
ing their activities in the Walsenburg 
and Trinidad districts in the southern 
part of the State, all strike activities are 
concentrated at those places. In the 
other fields of the State the Il. W. W. 
is represented only by national organiz- 
ers, while in the southern territory 
many of the international officers of 
the organization are in charge. 

Reports of planned attempts at pick- 
eting on mines in both of the two 
southern fieids tomorrow morning, in 
an effort to close the mines, was respons 
sible for the determination of Gov. 
Adams to send additional officers. 
Louis N. Scherf, chief of the enforce- 
ment department, who has been in 
Walsenburg since Friday night, re- 
quested the additional force, declaring 
his present staff inadequate. 

The law enforcement officers were 
routed yesterday by nearly 600 strikers 
when they sought to prevent picketing 
in the Berwind Canyon district, 30 
miles south of Walsenburg.

150,000 MASS AT CHURCH 
DURING MILLS FUNERAL 


Women Moan and Swoon as 
$10,000 Casket Is Borne 
Up the Aisle. 


FLOWERS COST $100,000 


New York, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—Harlem, 
the most populous community of ne- 
groes in the world, today paid final 
tribute to its idol, Florence Mills, the 
32-year-old singing comedienne, who 
died Tuesday after an operation for ap- 
pendicitis. 

With more than 150,000 lining the 
route, the body of the crooner of “blue” 
melodies, resting in a $10,000 copper 
casket, led the funeral cortege 26 blocks 
through the heart of Harlem. 

Five thousand negroes jammed into 
the Mother Zion African Methodist 
Episcopal Church, crowding galleries 
pulpit, baptistry, choir loft and all of 
the aisles except the center, down 
which ten men brought the heavy cas- 
ket, blanketed in costly flowers, amid 
sobbing outbursts. Many women 
moaned piteously and swooned in the 
hush of the pall-bearers’ entry. 

For two hours the comedienne was 
mourned in addresses by the pastor, the 
Rev. James W. Brown, and the Rev 
Walter King, of New Orleans. Outside 
approximately 150,000 negroes massed 
themselves before the church, where 
they smoked, stamped and shuffled in 
the chill autumn air. 

One fatality occurred during the rites 
Robert Brown, 47, a negro musician in 
the band which was in the funeral pro- 
cession, collapsed from a heart attack 
and died before the arrival of an am- 
bulance. 

The services were halted at one point 
when Juanita Stinnette, of the vaude- 
ville team of Stinnette and Chappelle, 
broke down while singing “Florence,” a 
song written by her partner, Chappelle, 
and dedicated to Miss Mills. Arriving 
at the line, “The hours you spent with 
us, Florence,” the singer swayed and 
several ushers rushed to her support 
She was carried from the church 
screaming “Florence” in an agonized 
voice, 

The Carolina Choir sang negro spiri- 
tuals. Its most significant rendition 
was “Deep River,” from one of last 
year’s short run shows, featured by a 
tall woman singing the alto lead. She 
sang with eyes tightly shut and hands

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Letter,. Signed by Dean Inge, 


Declares That Modernist Is 
Doing Good Service. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 
London, Nov. 6.—The vindication of 
Dr. E. W. Barnes, Bishop of Birming- 
ham, for his recently expressed princi- 
ples regarding evolution and his at- 
tacks on eucharistic doctrines, which 
have produced a heated controversy 
throughout the country, was accorded 


today by the leading English low 
church organization, the Council of the 
Churchmen’s Union. 

The vindication is considered of addi- 
tional. interest, as the president of the 
council is the dean of St. Paul’s Cathe- 
dral, the famous “gloomy dean,” Will- 
jam R. Inge, who.signs the letter which 
has been sent to Dr. Barnes. The letter 
condemns the attitude of the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury and others 
against Dr. Barnes’ pronouncements. 
assuring him of whole-hearted suppor: 
and characterizing the agitation of the 
opponents of Bishop Barnes’ factions 
as ill-informed. 

Educated people, the letter states, do 
not find difficulty in reconciling Bishop 
Barnes’ preaching on evolution with the 
Christian faith, “but the acceptance of 
evolution as a biological theory is often 
not accompanied by any attempt to fol- 
low up the consequence of the theory in 
its bearing on traditional theoretical 
statements, and we believe that in 
making this attempt you are doing a 
good service.” 

The council also is convinced that 
Bishop Barnes’ rejection of the doctrine 
of transubstantiation “is in accordance 
with the promise made by all bishops’ 
to drive it away, and is éminently time- 


Dean Inge concludes by regarding it | 


as “something of. a scandal” that 
Bishop Barnes did not receive support 
from the spokesmen of the bishops “in 
condemning this heresy which they 
have solemnly pledged themselves to 
banish.”

“4s Ivanowitch Rykoff, presideht of the 


council of commisars, gave an exclusive 
interview to the Associated Press cor- 
respondent today on the occasion of 
the opening of the celebration of the 
tenth anniversary of the revolution. 

He declared the Russo-French debt 
negotiations prove that similar negoti- 
ations with the United States are pos- 
sible. The debt due America at present, 
he added, constituted a comparatively 
simple problem, since they were obliga- 
tions incurred during the revolution, as 
distinguished from purely czarist debts. 

This, acocrding to Rykoff, was all-im- 
portant, as, he explained, “recognition 
of all the czarist debts in principle—a 
maxim laid down by Charles E. Hughes 
—for us is impossible. The differences 
between Soviet Russia and the United 
States could be readily straightened out, 
once both sides got to conferences.” 

The new head of the state has spent 
the greater part of his life in remote 
Siberian prisons, with a recerd of seven 
almost incredible escapes, by reason of 
which he is commonly regarded as a 
man whom no bars could hold. 


Conference to Solve Debts, 


“You want my opinions on Russo- 
American relations,” he said. “My an- 
swer is that the Russo-French negotia- 
tions may well furnish a sign that a 
move from the present deathline is 
possible... I can see no reason why two 
great peoples should stay sore simply 


* because the Russian people chose a dif- 


ferent and heretofore unknown kind of 
government. 

“With propaganda objections elimi- 
nated, we being prepared to furnish all 
possible guarantees in this respect, 
there remains the seemingly biggest ob- 
astacle—the question of debts, which can 


_» Teadily be solved once the two sides get 


to conferences. We want political and 
economic cooperation with the United 
States. We offer American capital the 
vastest and safest opportunity for in- 
vestment, but we can not do it at a

future generations.” 

Asked to indicate Russia’s chief 
achievements in the past decade, the 
premier replied: 

“Ten years ago the world doubted: 
Can the Russian peasant exist and till 
the land without the land owner? Can 
Russian industry exist and develop 
without the private industrialist? To- 
day, on the tenth anniversary of the 
revolution, we can answer both queries 
with a firm ‘Yes.’ 

“Despite overwhelming’ difficulties 
from within and without, we have sur- 
Passed prewar industry considerably. 
laying the foundation for a really jn- 
dustrialized Russia without outside 
help worth mentioning. Wresting the 
land from the parasitic land owner, who 
for centuries held sway over the Rus- 
sian peasants’ life and death, we repos- 
sessed the peasant in his birthright, 
laying a firm basis for collective farm- 
ing, which. with an increase in our 
agricultural machinery, will astonish 
the world. 

“The comparatively low living stand- 
ards of our workers and peasants are 
due primarily to our heavy investment 
in the past two years in Russia’s basic 
industries. This temporary difficulty 
must diminish in proportion with the 
development of our basic industry and 
the machinizing of farms. 

“Seven years ago many in our midst 
believed Russia must stand or fall by 
concessionary foreign capital. Today 
we need foreign capital only to in- 
tensify the tempo of our industrial de- 
velopment, not to give it life. That 
is why we are interested in big con- 
cessionary investments only. In‘ this 
field unlimited possibilities await the 
United States.”

Philadelphia, Nov. 6-—A campaign 
here which started with comparative 
tameness following the primary in 
September and developed until acri- 
monious hurling of charges, reaching a 
fever point the past week, will termi- 
nate at the election Tuesday. While 
chief interest is focused in the fight 
for the mayoralty between City 
Treasurer Harry A. Mackey, Republican 
nominee, and former Mayor J. Hamp- 
ton Moore, independent candidate of 
the preempted citizens’ party, there are 
many other important offices to be 
filled, more than at any one time in 
the city’s recent history. 


Electors throughout the city will 
ballot for a mayor, sheriff, district at- 
torney, clerk of Quarter Sessions Court, 
receiver of taxes, recorder of deeds, 
three county commissioners and 22 
members of council by districts to 
serve four years beginning ‘the first 
Monday in January, 1928; five Common 
Pleas Court judges, two Orphans Court 
judges and one Municipal Court judge 
for terms of ten years, and nineteen 
magistrates for six-year terms.

IS PROUD OF HIGH JUMPS 


Rome, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—When Howard 
Chandler Christy, the American artist, 
accompanied by Mrs. Christy, went to 
the Villa Torlonia, Premier Mussolini’s 
summer home outside the walls of 
Rome, this afternoon to put the final 
touches on a portrait of Mussolini 
which he painted in three sittings, 
Il Duce said: 

“Many artists. have placed my face 
on canvas, but you are the first to have 
placed me there.” 

The painting shows Mussolini in rid- 
ing costume, beside a table, on which 
one clinched fist rests, the other hand 
on the hip, one of his most character- 
istic poses. Il Duce was highly pleased, 
and remarked to Mrs. Christy, who was 
present at all the sittings: “It is a 
better portrait than was ever painted 
of me.” 

Premier Mussolini received hs visitors 
today in the music room, with violin 
tucked under his chin. To the accom- 
paniment of a mechanical piano he 
played for them before descending tc 
the garden, where the portrait was fin- 
ished. 

Standing in the quiet of the music 
room, where two large cats lay out- 
stretched lazily, “the man on horse- 
back,” known to the crowds in the 
streets, seemed far removed. This quiet 
appearing man, lovingly handling his 
violin, stopping at times to stroke his 
cats—one of which scratched his face a 
few moments before—could wth diffi- 
culty be associated with that man who 
had brought Italy from the confusion 
of five years ago to its present united 
front. ,

in music, cats and horses. Today he 
conducted Mr. and Mrs. Christy and 
their friends around the grounds, show- 
ing them his private riding course.

There is 
a world of propaganda based on the 
theory that we have carried undereat- 
ing too far and that we need to fatten 
up @ few pounds. As the result of 
much talk about overeating the per 
capital consumption of meat and bread 
has greatly decreased. We are going 
somewhat beyond the talk stage on 
the subject of overeating. 


In spite of the propaganda for more 
curves for the huma.. body, the fact 
remains that there are two important 
periods in the human life span during 
which the average individual overeats. 
They are infancy and adult life. Chil- 
dren, from about 4 years of age to 20, 
do not eat enough. 

Hayhurst, in Personal Health, says: 
“No doubt it is the extra amount ‘we 
eat which we do not need that causes 
much trouble.” Dr. Hayhurst empha- 
sizes the fact that the man wh~ does 
but little manual labor is the man 
who suffers most from overeating, say- 
ing: “It is when I am loafing or taking 
it easy that I eat too much and too 
richly.” 


The specialists in diabetes are quite 
certain that eating too much starchy 
or sweet foods is responsibte for dia- 
betes, at least in part. They call atten- 
tion to the fact that the increase in 
the prevalence of diabetes keeps pace 
with the increasing consumption of 
sugar on the American table. There 
are those who say that overeating 
meat and other high protein foods is 
in part responsible for Britht’s disease 
and arteriosclerosis. Some part of the 
cause Of gallstones is charged to over- 
eating fats. Overeating is a large fac- 
t~- in obesity. This applies especially 
to overeating starches, sugars or fats.

Nu- 
trition experts have as one of their 
slogans, “From overeating to obesity to 
diabetes.”

We 
will have four bank accounts and each 
of us will pay for his or her own cloth- 
ing, incidentals, and each share toward 
household renewals.’ 

“Arithmetic means something now to 

these children. When they go shop- 
ping they search the stores to find the 
best eggs for the least money. Home- 
made fudge is taking the place of store 
candy. Soap is economized, tooth- 
paste is not wasted, shoes last longer, 
and even pencils are kept until they 
are les than an inch long.” 
I like this idea I would go farther 
and put the whole family on a partner- 
ship basis And then the whole ques- 
tion of “allowances” solves itself. And 
—to paraphrase—nobody would work 
for money and nobody would work for 
fame, but all would work like every- 
thing just the same. 


Getting Cents Through Points 


Another plan. is to rule a chart with 
31 days in the month It should have 
these headings: Regular bed hours; two 
teeth cleanings a day; on time for 
meals; table manners; school lessons 
studied at home; room in order, and 


such other points as enter a well-es- 
tablished household. Establish a cer- 
tain number of points for each of these 
headings, making a total, we will say, of 
100 points'a day: A perfect score 
would then mean approximately 3,000 
points at the end of a month. These 
points might be translated into dol- 
lars on the basis of so many cents for 
100 points, depending on the age of 
the child. 

The idea avoids the problem of hag- 
gling over money until the end of a 
week or a month. A child is paid for 
what has been done, not for what he is 
going to do, should do, promise to do, 
or fails to do. 

If fathers and mothers believe that 
they must discriminate between work 
done for money and work done for the 
general family welfare, it is best to make 
two columns, one for duties which will 
be paid for if successfully performed, the 
second for those duties Which are a

ALTIMORE, Nov. 6.—Display, win- 
ner of the $25,000 Washington 
handicap at Laurel; Bostonian, 
winner of the $25,000 Riggs at Pimlico; 

Black Panther, contender in the Riggs: 
as well as Jock, War Eagle, Frilette, 
Sir Harry, Nimba, Dolan, Prince of 
Wales, Grenier, Banton, &c., will be 
headliners of the two weeks’ racing of 
the Southern Maryland Agricultural 
Association at 
Bowie. 

The Bowie session will begin next 
Monday. It will be marked by revivals 
of the $25,000 Gadsden Bryan Memor- 
ial and the $10,000 Prince Georges, 
$10,000 Thanksgiving and $10,000 En- 
diirance handicaps and wind up the 
season of major racing in the United 
States. 

‘Display, son of Fair Play and Cicuta, 
Hias proven himself a genuine iron 
horse, the hardiest campaigner of the 
last ten years. A 2-year-old of only 
modest pretensions; he was relegated a 
couple of seasons back to the second 
string of the powerful stable of Walter 
3: Salmon, his breeder, and the Canad- 
jam circuit. Improving sharply from 
2 to 3. he last season won a Preakness 
revival at Pimlico in the spring and 
a Latonia Championship in the autumn. 


Not so good in the spring and 
summer past, he became at Yonk- 
ers as formidable a distance run- 
ner aS any horse in training and 
his victory in the Washington 
handicap, albeit he was in receipt 
of some weight, over Mars, Cru- 
sader,’ Chance Play, No Regrets, 
Bostonian, Jock and Gaffsman was 
one of the most brilliant achieve- 

. ments of his fine career. 


He is now the winner of nearly $200,- 
000 and it is a fairly safe bet that he 
will have won considerably more than 
$200,000 before he shall have finished 
at Bowie. 

Display is not the quickest breaker 
in the world because he is hard to 
manage at th> barrier But once away 
he refuses to take no for an answer. 
He has, accordingly, been named with 
his stable companion, Black Panther, 
for the Bryan Memorial, which will ke 
a- dash of one mile and a sixteenth 
this year, and, after the Bryan Me- 
morial, he will point for the Thanks- 
giving. The distance of the Thanks- 
giving, one mile and three-sixteenths, 
will be more to his liking than the 
Bryan Memorial route. 

And if he goes well at Prince Georges 
Park, it is reasonably certain that he 
will go out to Tia Juana for the next 
Coffroth Handicap and the next Tia 
Juana Cup. Salmon is thinking of 
sending him to the Pacific Coast, any- 
way. Intended for the headship of the 
already productive and growing Sal- 
mon stud, Display would suffer noth- 
ing tn prestige if he took into retire- 
ment the reputation of having earned 
more money than any other thorough- 
bred. Victory in the ninth Coffroth 
Handicap, which will gross about $112,- 
000 and pay its winner nearly $100,000, 
would put him within easy reach of 
Zey’s total of $303,000 earned in 1922, 
1923 and 1924. 


In Black Panther, a son of Black 
Toney and Greenery, she a sister of 
Wildair, Salmon has an up and 
coming 3-year-old, Black Panther’s 
training for the Preakness last 
Spring, in which he finished fourth 
to Bostonian, Sir Harry and Whis- 
kery, appears to have thrown him 
off a bit. He was no star through 
the summer. But, like Display, he 
Struck a winning gait at Yonkers, 
and his performance in the Riggs 
was his best yet. 


He will be the Salmon candidate for 
the Prince Georges Handicap, a dash 
of a mile and a sixteenth. exclusively 
fom 3-year-olds, and if he shows well in 
thé Prince Georges, he will be pointed 
fog the Thanksgiving. Black Panther 
is fleshening up under training and 
distance running is his best game. 

Bostonian, whose race in the Riggs 
Was as g0®d as his race in the Preak- 
ness, May be the best now of Harry 
Payne Whitney's 3-year-olds. Whis- 
kery’s poor race in the Latonia Cham- 
pionship a week back appeared to im- 
ply staleness, and Frilette, a splendid 
filly, particularly at distance running, 
is a bad post horse.

Bostonian, Black Pan- 
ther, Jock Among 
Stars Entered. 


ALTIMORE, Nov. 6.—Display, win- 
ner of the $25,000 Washington 
handicap at Laurel; Bostonian, 


Black Panther, contender in the Riggs; 
as well as Jock, War Eagle, Frilette, 
Sir Harry, Nimba, Dolan, Prince of 
Wales, Grenier, Banton, &c., will be 
headliners of the two weeks’ racing of 
the Southern Maryland Agricultural; 
Association at Prince Georges Park 
Bowie. 

The Bowie session will begin next 
Monday. It will be marked by revivals 
of the $25,000 Gadsden Bryan Memor- 
ial and the $10,000 Prince Georges, 
$10,000 Thanksgiving and $10,000 En- 
durance handicaps and wind up the 
season of major racing in the United 
States. 

Display, son of Fair Play and Cicuta, 
has proven himself a genuine iron 
horse, the hardiest campaigner of the 
last ten years. A 2-year-old of only 
modest pretensions, he was relegated a 
couple of seasons back to the second 
string of the powerful stable of Walter 
J. Salmon, his breeder, and the Canad- 
ian circuit. Improving sharply from 
2 to 3. he last season’ won a Preakness 
revival at Pimlico in the spring and 
a Latonia Championship in the autumn. 


Not so good in the spring and 
summer past, he became at Yonk- 
ers us formidable a distance run- 
ner as any horse in training and 
his victory in the Washington 
handicap, albeit he was in receipt 
of some weight, over Mars, Cru- 
sader, Chance Play, No Regrets, 
Bostenian, Jock and Gaffsman was 
one of the most brilliant achieve- 
ments of his fine career. 


He is now the winner of nearly $200,- 
000 and it is a fairly safe bet that he 
will have won considerably more than 
$200,000 before he shall have finished 
at Bowie. 

Dispiay is not the quickest breaker 
in the world because he is hard to 
manage at th. barrier. But once away 
he refuses to take no for an answer. 
He has, accordingly, been named with 
his stable companion, Black Panther, 
for the Bryan Memorial, which will be 
a dash of one mile and a sixteenth 
this year, and, after the Bryan Me- 
morial, he will point for the Thanks- 
giving.

‘Johnson’s Views on Crime. 


Among Aliens Prejudiced, 
He Declares. 


(Associated Press.) 

Exceptions to opinions of Representa- 
tive Johnson, chairman of the House 
committee on immigration, concerning 
crime among aliens are expressed by 
Representative Celler (Democrat), New 
York, in a letter to Richard Washburn 
Child, chairman of the recent con- 
ference on prevention of crime. 

Representative Johnson had pictured 


and had, according to Celler, included 
“conclusions unwarranted by the facts.” 
Celler said he wrote “for the purpose of 
neutralizing any ill effects that may 
have been caused by illconsidered 
opinions.” 

Referring to Johnson he went on, “I 
know of no man in.public life today 
who has been less sympathetic to the 
alien than the writer of the letter, I 
criticize. No one has laid heavier fe- 
strictions upon the nonnatives than 
he. His suggestions, therefore, must 
be taken with many grains of salt and 
in the light of his prejudice.” Celler 
cited sociological and census reports to 
support his contention that foreign 
born have not-a greater relative num- 
ber of criminals among them than the 
native population. 


SECRETARY OF WAR 
CUTS FLIGHT DURATION 


Army Except in Unusual 
Situations. 


Until more aircraft become available. | 
Secretary of War Davis has directed 


that during the fiscal year no cross- 
country flights of more than 500 miles 
by air corps pilots be.approved un- 
less exceptional circumstances warrant 
them. 

Although the regulation will affect to 
a certain extent cross-country training, 
another arrangement has been made by 
using pilots to ferry observation planes 
now being manufactured on both At- 
lantic and Pacific coasts from factories 
to fields, many of these trips being 
2,000 miles or over. Transportation 
costs also will be decreased. 

Existing regulations in the corps pro- 
vide that each pilot make at least one 
cross-country flight a month, and dur- 
ing the present fiscal year these will be 
limited to 500 miles except on plane 
delivery trips. bad

Pig iron output was reported at the 
lowest level of the year during Octo- 
ber, and further softening of pig iron 
prices were reported.

indicated progress in that phase. Buy- 
ing by railroads and implement inter- 
ests picked up a little, but the automo- 
bile makers had not yet come into the 
market with any great force. 


Await New Ford’s Appearance. 


The automotive trade, indeed, con- 
tinued to mark time pending the ap- 
pearance of the new Ford, which has 
become an increasingly absorbing sub- 
ject of comment.

Automotive Trade Is Still 
Marking Time—Car Load- 
ings at Peak. 


TEXTILES ARE REPORTED 
MOVING RATHER SLOWLY 


Warm Weather Helps Corn 
Crop—Cotton-Picking Up. 
. Money Plentiful. 


New York, Nov. 6 (A.P.).—The long- 
expected fall revival of business was 
still delayed at the beginning of No- 
vernber. Nevertheless, if industry, par- 
ticularly the so-called heavy lines, was 
slow in getting into its autumn stride. 
there were no further recessions of con- 
sequence, 


Pig iron output was reported at the 
lowest level of the year during Octo- 
ber, and further softening of pig iron 
prices were reported. Signs of stiffening 
in the steel division, however, tended 
to offset this unfavorable sympton 
while inquiries and actual orders have 
indicated progress in that phase. Buy- 
ing by railroads and implement inter- 
ests picked up a little, but the automo- 
bile makers had not yet come into the 
market with any great force. 


Awalt New Ford’s Appearance. 


The automotive trade, indeed, con- 
tinued to mark time pending the ap- 
pearance of the new Ford, which has 
become an increasingly absorbing sub- 
ject of comment. “Specifications” of 
the new car appear every few days, only 
to be characterized as “unofficial” in 
messages from Detroit. The automo- 
bile business was reported slightly 
slower during the week, with sales of 
old and new cars continuing to lag. 

Warm weather was a deterrent factor 
in some lines, notably the fuel trade. 
Bituminous coal has felt the effect of 
unseasonabbly high temperatures,which 
have added somewhat to the softness 
of prices following the end of miners’ 
strikes in Illinois and Indiana. Large 
amounts of the fuel are reported on 
Middle Western sidings awaiting bill- 
ing. 

Loadings Behind Last Year. 


Car loadings were at the peak of the 
year, but they continued to fall far 
behind the record for 1926, revenue 
freight shipments for the first ten 
months of the year have dropped more 
than 500,000 tons below the figures for 
the same period of last year, although 
showing a gain of more than 1,000,000 
tons over the same ten months of 1925. 

Textiles moved rather slowly, wth the 
mills showing strong resistance ,. to 
price concessions. Cotton goods again 
were quiet, reflecting the unsettled con- 
dition of the speculative cotton market 

The warm weather was reported as ex- 
cellent for the corn crop and seeding 
of winter wheat was advanced.. Cotton 
picking was progressing in practically 
all sections of the belt. Prices of both 
wheat and corn stiffened in reflection 
of increased grain exports. 


Retall Trade Retgrded. 


Retail trade was somewhat retarded 
by the warm weather, but mail-order 
sales continued to mount. Little change 
was recorded in the lumber industry. 
Lower tire prices featured the week's 
developments in the rubber division. 

Credit conditions were little changed, 
although money was somewhat more 
plentiful in the leading financial cen- 
ters, largely owing to huge interest and 
dividend disbursements at the begin- 
ning of the month. 

Bank clearings were materially above 
those of the preceding week, as well as 
the corresponding week of last year. 


WALL STREET BRIEFS 


New York. Nov.6 (A.P,).—Stock mar- 
ket observers who diagnose its ailments 
in periods of weakness advanced vari- 
ous reasons for the recent slump. Some 
were stated to be the decline in busi- 
ness, inflow of foreign-made goods, 
probable harmful congressional legisla- 
tion, low steel prices, stocks selling 
above intririsic values, approach of the 
presidential campaign, hints of wage 
reductions, too many new security is- 
sues and a falling off of earnings. But 
when the market begins to go up 
again, as it has been doing gradually 
last week, the “bears” are hard up for 
propaganda.

SOND MARKET ABSORBS 
NEW SEGURITIES EASILY 


Week’s Prices ‘Continue to 
Move Horizontally—Second 
Libertys Ease Off. 


New York, Nov. 6 (A.P.),—The bond 
market last week displayed only minor 
evidences of the competition presented 
by the steady infiux of new issues 
Although some congestion appeared 
most of the new material was being ab- 
sorbed in a satisfactory manner, largely 
due to the current abundance of money 
available for investment and loan pur- 

ses. 

Prices in the listed market continued 
to move on a horizontal line, somewhat 
below the high-water mark of last 
month. Except in a few instances, 
offerings were rather scarce, owing to 
the reluctance of owners to relinquish 
their bond holdings at a time when 
the yleld, even at top prices, is greater 
than that obtainable in -the money 
market. 

Trading was limited also by the dis- 
position of many traders to await the 
announcement, to be made tomorrow, 
of the Treasury Department's November 
15 financing plans. That an interest 
rate favorable to the Government was 
anticipated was indicated by the activ- 
ity and strength of listed Treasury is- 
sues, most of which were accumulated 
at the year’s. high figures. Second Lib- 
erty 4%4s, which are to be retired on 
November 15, eased off to par and re- 
mained “pegged” close to that level all 
week, 

New issues ‘during the week, totaling 
about $119,000,000, against approxi- 
mately $196,000,000 in the preceding 
period, included a small number of 
major flotations, such as the $45,000,- 
000 Cities Service Power & Light 5's. 
and several minor issues, principally in 
the public utility classification. 

New loans in the making included 
several Japanese issues, the foundation 
for which was prepared by the recent 
visit to Japan by Thomas W. Lamont 
and other American bankers. Mr. La- 
mont, on his return to America, de- 
clared that the loans were not yet 
definite enough to warrant comment, 
but K. Miyake, general manager of the 
Nomura Securities Co., Ltd., of Osaka. 
who is spending several weeks in New 
York, revealed plans for the flotation 
of a $40,000,000 loan to the South Man- 
churian Railroad, which is owned by 
the Japanese government. Japan is 
turning to this market for funds, Mr 
Miyake said, because of the compara- 
tively easy credit rates and abundance 
of investment money available in Amer- 
ica, 

A number of European issues also 
are expected on the market within a 
short time. Progress in arrangements 
to fund the Greek debt to the United 
States was reported, but no details of 
the plan have been revealed. Among 
the foreign governmental issues in the 
process of negotiation are advances to 
the Latvian government and the gov- 
ernment-owned Communal Bank of 
Norway. 

A feature of the listed trade during 
the week was the shifting of buying 
sentiment away from the high-grade 
railway liéns which have led the mar- 
ket for several weeks. These mort- 
gages displayed a slightly softening 
tendency, but there were no conspicu- 
ous breaks. Securities of petroleum 
companies and a few of the public 
utilities were given first-class support 

There was much irregularity in the 
foreign division, although French, Bel- 
gian and Italian obligations displayed 
a firm tendency. German securities had 
a sinking spell early in the week, fol- 
lowing remarks by 8S. Parker Gilbert 
concerning German Ipans, but later re- 
covered. Mexican nds showed new 
firmness, attributed to the arrival in 
the southern republic of Dwight W 
Morrow, the new American Ambassador 


Railroads Defend 
Commodity Rates 


(Associated Press.) 

Railroad rates have an entirely neg- 
ligible effect upon the price of cotton, 
when viewed both from the standpoint 
of consumer and producer, the Bureau 
of Railway Economics, maintained by 
railroads, declared yesterday in mak- 
ing public a study of commodity 
prices in relation to transportation 
costs. The bureau said its observations 
led to the conclusion that transporta- 
tion costs have but small effect on price 
movements and that the transportation 
burden is moderate in every case. 

Variations in prices paid to growers 
for cotton during the past four years 
have been in “marked contrast to the 
comparative stability of freight rates,” 
the bureua said. It held that fluctua- 
tions in cotton prices “were caused by 
other factors than cost of transporta- 
tion.” -

SRADLEY TAPESTRIES 
IN OFFERED FOR SHLE 


Antiques Taken From Former 
Washington Residence on 
View in New York. 


RARE PIECES INCLUDED 


The famous collection of tapestries, 
other antique decorative textiles and 
Chinese porcelains, which became fa- 
miliar to so many Washingtonians be- 
fore the Edson Bradley mansion on Du- 
pont Circle was razed a few years ago, 
will be put on sale Friday and Satur- 
day at the American Art Galleries in 
New York City, it was learned here 
yesterday. 


Many of the beautiful fittings which 
made the interior of the Bradley home 
one of the most magnificent in the 
city will go in the sale. These were 
taken from the local home to Newport 
when Mr. Bradley had his Washington 
home demolished and erected another 
in Newport. The collection has been 
placed on view in the galleries, and in- 
cludes. nearly 400 lots. 

A set of four rich Paris tapestries of 
the seventeenth century, depicting 
classical episodes from the life of 
Aeneas and Dido; a set of three Brussels 
Renaissance tapestries of 1620, telling 
the story of Samson as designed by Jan 
Raes, and an unusually brilliant Vene- 
tian Gothic cut velvet cope of the fif- 
teenth century are outstanding objects 
of high artistic value in the exhibition. 
The cope is the rarest of many eccle- 
siastical vestments on view. It is of 
English origin and is of crimson velvet 
superimposed with floral motives, hav- 
ing borders of English rieedlework di- 
vided into ten oblong panels with fig- 
ures of holy personages worked in gold 
and silver threads. Mr. Bradley ac- 
quired the piece from the Vitall and 
Leopold Benguiat collection, which was 
dispersed in 1919. 

Of the same order are two Genoese 
ruby velvet and needle-painted copes 
of the sixteenth century, with orphreys 
in gold and silver thread portraying 
holy personages, and a beautiful gold 
needle-painted crimson and yellow vel- 
vet altar frontal, Italian Renaissance 
in style and with bold design of pine- 
apple motive. 

Dalmatics, chasubles, some of richly 
embroidered velvets, others of embroid- 
ered satin and various beautifyl velvet 
hangings, including a rare set of four 
royal Louis XIV jardiniere velvet speci- 
mens, are other important features of 
one of the finest collections of its kind 
in private hands. 

A small. portion of the collection is 
composed of Chinese porcelains, of 
which a Lang Yao bottle-form vase and 
a Lang Yao baluster vase glazed in 
delicately fluctuating reds and pinks, 
are notable. - With these are various 
stone carvings, Chien-lung jades and 
examples of unusual Chun and Ting 
ware.

Out of ancient lore there is an old 
saying to the effect that the king can 
do no wrong. In fear of committing 
lese majesty, court attendants and even 
courtesans never divulge what. goes on 
behind walls of the royal chambers, 
Fortunately, this is a democracy. As 
there are no subservients to his royal 
highness in these precincts, or this 
parish, the truth may be told about 
the play now cluttering the boards at 
Poli’s—and without fear of a firing 
squad. 

So far as tilting a play from such 
a catch phrase goes, F. S. Merlin, who 
admits authorship of “The King Can 
Do No Wrong,” had a good idea; but 
there it ended—where it began. It Is, 
for all its court etiquette, knightly 
trappings, swashbuckling, mystery and 
intrigue, no play at all. Doubtless, too, 
if ever it will be a play. Dressed in 
other clothes, stripped of its varicol- 
ored costumes, princelings turned into 
peasants, its captain of the king's se- 
cret service made a plain detecti¥e, it 
would devolve into a plain, ordinary 
murder story—with the slightest ele- 
ment of mystery in it. If, in truth, 
the mystery was all that commanded 
attention, the play would die the death 
—as this does. 

It happens here that an heir ap- 
parent is murdered. So the scene is 
set in an old castle instead of a board- 
ing house on the East Side. Person- 
ages, of course, make for importance in 
a story. but since this king-to-be was 
nothing sensational, even as kings go, 
it never seems to matter. All the vehi- 
cle does ia,to give Lionel Atwill, playing 
the royal detective, a chance to strut 
and stand round stage for two solid 
hours dnterviewing those who happened 
to be in the castle at the time the fell 
deed was committed. While Lionel At- 
will looks rather glorified in his cos- 
tume—a counterpart, by the way, of 
the old full-dress uniform Capt. Will- 
lam Santlemann wore when he led the 
Marine Band at White House receptions 
—the glaring red of its coat becomes 
rather monotonous after two full acts 
of nothing more nor less than talk. 
There is precious little action. 

The king can do no wrong, eh! The 
queen should be told about this. Billed 
as a mystery play, the mystery is how * 
this was ever produced.
